THe protracted strikes in New York City are prac- 
tically over and the men in building trades who have 
been out under the control of Samuel J. Parks are 
forming new unions and are going to work on a new 
basis se@f- emancipation from the concrol of walking 
delegates. This means a great stimulus to building in 
New York City. 


IT is encouraging to note that the harvesting of 
winter wheat is now nearly completed save in a few of 
the northern states, according to the consensus of opin- 
ion of several leading dailies. The outlook for spring 
wheat is not favorable, the crop having suffered from 
heavy rains in South Minnesota and from rust in 
Iowa, while in a limited area the late sown crop ap- 
pears to be beyond recovery. Corn has made favor- 
able progress generally, and with, some exceptions is 
in a good state of cultivation, despite a deficiency of 
rain in portions of Indiana, Missouri and the south- 
west. If the crop season has so far not been as satis- 
factory to farmers as it promised to be at the close 
of spring it has fortunately been free from intense 
and prolonged drought in the great agricultural states 
of the central valleys, and in the areas where rain is 
now most needed there is still time for this deficiency 
to be supplied. In the northern sections, in which 
the temperature has recently been deficient, it is rea- 
sonable to expect warmer weather during the next 
fortnight and quite late in August. 

To THE current bi-monthly publication of the Ameri- 
can Academy of Political and Social Science Mr. Tal- 
cott Williams, L. L. D., of Philadelphia, contributes an 
exceedingly instructive article entitled “Ethnic Factors 
in South America.” Mr. Williams points out that, both 
in this country and Europe, a great deal of misconcep- 
tion exists concerning South America and its people. 
The areas of North and South America are not greatly 
dissimilar; but while in the former continent nearly 
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one-half of the area is found between the 30th and 5oth 
parallels of north latitude, in South America only about 
one-eighth of the area is found between the 30th and 
50th parallels of south latitude; in other words, while 
three-quarters of South America is in the tropical zone, 
only one-fourteenth of the area of North America is 
thus located. Again, North America is a continental 
region which has been slowly built up rrom the earliest 
paleozoic time over a broad, determined and differen- 
tiated area, while South America represents the rela- 
tively recent emergence of a great chain of mountains 
flanked by an immense plain which stretches from the 
mouth of the Orinoco to the mouth of the La Plata. 


Tue allegations and revelations made in the case 
of Lawrence Murphy, recently convicted in New York 
City for misappropriation of money as treasurer of the 
Journeymen Stonecutters’ Union, may well be charac- 
terized as startling and sensational. 

To expose the criminality and prosecute the offenders 
is as essential to the welfare of fair dealing labor un- 
ions as it is to the community. Within bounds of right 
and reason labor organization is recognized by law and 
popular sentiment. It has been commended by the 
president of the United States and favored by state leg- 
islation. The great body of employers make no issue 
with fair and just union regulations; it is union abuses 
and tyranny they object to. In short, labor organiza- 
tions and unions managed with due regard to the rights 
of employers and the interests of the community stand 
well before the public and the law. 

But neither law nor public sentiment will tolerate 
or countenance such shameful extortion as has been 
charged and revealed, and no reputable labor union, 
no honest labor leader or member can afford to counte- 
nance or condone it. It is more than an outrage on the 
victim, more than a detriment to the community, more 
than an injury to organized labor. It is a crime that 
calls for prosecution:and punishment. It is a practice 
to be stamped out, and this should be demanded and 
aided by every labor union and every honest wage 
earner as strongly and sincerely as by every employer 
and every well-meaning citizen. Unless stamped out it 
would simply mean the ruin of any organization that 
would condone it. 


Tue Universal Peace Union of Philadel- 
phia is giving general distribution to a 
leaflet setting forth its understanding of 
the cardinal principles that should gov- 
ern the relations between labor and caypital. 

To obtain a solution of pending difficulties, afford a 
relief from present distresses and secure justice to all, 
the following principles are essential to success: 

1. The employer should have right of selecting, 
without dictation, the person he employs. 

2. The person seeking employment should have the 
right of seeking that employment wherever he believes 
his services will be best appreciated and remunerated. 

3. The right to organize for beneficent purposes 
belongs to all alike, and whether employer or employe 
belongs to any organization should be no obstacle to 
forming a iabor contract.

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4. Persons not members of any organization should 


. have the right to seek employment and continue em- 


ployed without molestation or interference by those 
connected with an organization. 

5. Labor contracts, whether made for a week, a 
month o: a longer period, should be considered bind- 
ing by both employers and employes, to be amended, 
canceled or renewed only with the consent of each 
contracting party. 

6. Employers should. not be required to abide by 
regulations or laws of organizations, in the construc- 
tion of which they have had no voice. 

7. Due notice of any change in the work of time 
affecting prices of labor and cessation of, or discharge 
from employment, should be given by the employer to 
the employed. 

8. Due notice of leaving employment should be 
given to the employer by the employed. 

g. Violence of any kind on the part of capital or 
labor is never conducive to the best interests of either. 

10. Misunderstandings, not otherwise adjustable, 
should be submitted to a tribunal of arbitration, and 
each contract should contain a clause providing there- 
for. 

tt. Pending the adjustment or arbitration of diffi- 
culties employers and employes should continue their 
relations as before, and any settlement not otherwise 
agreed upon should date from the beginning of the 
difficulty.

guileless farmer with their bulky litera- 
ture, which contains reiterated injunctions to “use this 
book as a check on your retail dealer to see he does not 
rob you.”” The “foxy” rustic acts on this utterly un- 
founded advice and after pricing several goods in the 
hardware store triumphantly “yanks” out this catalogue 
from the seat of his overalls and points to the price 
made on a stove with an oven two sizes smaller than 
the dealer’s or'an unguaranteed wringer and says, 
“You’l! have to come down in price, Hank, or I’ll send 
to Chicago for those goods.”’ 

The onus of explanation is on the dealer. If he is 
an adept he points out the matter of freight and em- 
phasizes the difference in quality so convincingly that 
he secures the sale, notwithstanding the wonderful 
catalogue. If he is a fledgling he as likely as not lets 
out a tirade of abuse that sends his bucolic customer 
away fully convinced that he has been worked as an 
easy mark for many a moon. 

It would be impossible to state what percentage of 
the thousands of requests for Sears, Roebuck & Co.’s 
and Montgomery Ward & Co.’s catalogues comes from 
farmers who believe that these volumes will afford them 
a valuable criterion on prices, but it is certainly a heavy 
one. Buying is an art—a higher one in our opinion 
than selling. The cultured Mrs. Jones can get better 
value for a dollar than the ignorant Nora or Amelia 
in her kitchen. The man who has bought galvanized 
sheets for vears will pick up an extra “five” ten times 
as often as the tyro. Knowledge of prices, of fluctua- 
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tions, of market firmness, étc., are the stock in trade 
of the successful buyer. 

The man who buys hardware, whether to sell same 
to the consumer or for’a railroad company or an elec- 
trical concern or for manufacturers of machinery, 
knows that trade differentials effectually bar him from 
securing bed-rock discounts, and that as far as he is 
concerned the publication of “jobbers’ actual lowest 
costs” in hardware trade papers is merely the dissem- 
ination of misleading and incorrect information. The 
publication of prices that are caviar to the general is 
not calculated to prove helpful in securing subscrip- 
tions in our opinion, as there is no reason why a man 
should desire to receive quotations if they are not 
authentic and he cannot buy from his jobber at the 
figure quoted. 

Such a course cannot but have a deteriorating effect 
on the circulation of a hardware paper, as those inter- 
ested buy a hardware paper for correct and authentic, 
not for misleading and incorrect data, and of course 
there is an impairment of the value of advertising 
space correlative with every diminution of circulation. 

How about the wave of trade demoralization fol- 
lowing the publication of misleading quotations? 

How about the dissatisfaction both within and with- 
out trade circles, caused by the flaunting of quotations 
impossible to all except actual jobbers and large re- 
tailers who car put up a gilt-edged bluff at being job- 
bers ? 

Productive as well as distributive branches of trade 
suffer from such publication of unauthentic quotations. 

The publication of these misleading and incorrect 
prices have been breeding such an aggravating litter 
of trade abuses that the influential Southern Hardware 
Jobbers’ Association took the matter in hand at their 
Saratoga meeting July 17, 1903, and prepared the fol- 
lowing resolution expressing their views on the sub- 
ject: 

Whereas, the policy adopted by some of the leading hard- 
ware and metal journals of publishing jobbers’ actual lowest 
costs is proving seriously detrimental to jobbers’ interests. 

Be it resolved, that we request the manufacturers to co- 
operate with us in an earnest effort to put an end to this 
injurious practice. 

This clearly defined declaration of the jobbers’ views 
on this matter was presented to the American Hard- 
ware Manufacturers’ Association, who gave it careful 
attention and then passed the following resolution: 

Resolved, that, being in sympathy with this resolution, we 
advise an individual effort to prevent the publication by trade 
papers of maximum discounts of the trade manufacturers, 

The publisher of Tue AMERICAN ARTISAN, in an ad- 
dress delivered before the National Hardware Asso- 
ciation at Cleveland, October 10, 1901, unequivocally 
laid down the policy of this paper on this question as 
follows: 

“The only paper I know of which I think is right in quot- 
ing manufacturers’ prices is a certain whisky paper which 
circulates among jobbers exclusively, and which no retail 
saloon keeper can secure any more than he can secure a kind 
word from Carrie Nation. I do not think a hardware trade 
paper should quote manufacturers’ prices. Who is benefited 
by such a procedure anyway? If the manufacturer is helped 
by having the quotations he makes to jobbers appear in a 
paper that goes to the retail hardware dealers it would be an 


evident reductio ad absurdum to state that he would also be 
benefited by having the prices at which his goods are sold to 






































the retail trade appear in a daily newspaper which goes to the 
consumer. All will admit that a manufacturer who would put 
an advertisement in the Cleveland Plain Dealer, saying: ‘My 
goods are sold to the jobbing trade at 60 cents each, who sell 
them to the retail trade at 75 cents each, who sell them to the 
consumer at $1 each,’ would not many 
would make a great many enemies, 

“I can not see where such an announcement 
differs at all in principle from one in a hardware trade paper 
going principally to retail dealers of manufacturers’ prices to 
jobbers.”

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ILLINOIS HARDWARE DEALERS MUST SECURE 
REGISTERS. 





By registers we do not mean side wall registers, al- 
though several dealers have told us they were a profit- 
able line to handle, nor yet cash registers which ma- 
terially reduce hardware store bookkeeping and pre- 
vent leakage, but registers for revolvers. These books 
are not ornate affairs, as any discarded ledger of Igo! 
or 1894 with a few blank pages will answer the pur- 
pose admirably, but there must be a_ register 
for Chicago hardware men or else a trip to Justice 
Philip Koehler, 39th st. and Cottage Grove av., 
Chicago. An organization styled the Citizens’ Mu- 
tual Alliance has been adding to July torridity as far as 
the hardware fraternity are concerned, and over a hun- 
dred hardware men have been hauled before the South 
side justice and fined $7 as costs for their failure to 
keep a register as provided by the Illinois statutes. 
The statute became a law July 1, 1881, and reads as 
follows: 

54C of Chapter 38 of the criminal code: Register to be 
Kept—What it Shall Contain.—All persons dealing in deadly 
weapons at retail within this state shall keep a register of all 
such weapons sold or given away by them. Such register 
shall contain the date of the sale or gift, the name and age of 
the person to whom the weapon is sold or given, the price of 


the said weapon, and the purpose for which it is purchased or 
obtained. The said register shall be in the following form:

Said register shall be kept open for the inspection of the 
public, and all persons who may wish to examine the ‘same 
may do so at all reasonable times during business hours. 

A failure to keep such register, or to allow examination of 
the same, or to record therein any sale or gift of a deadly 
weapon, or the keeping of a false register, shall be a mis- 
demeanor and shall subject the offender to a fine of not less 
than $25 nor more than $200. 


This statute remained obsolete by disuse for over 
20 years until suddenly it was taken up some three 
weeks ago by a mysterious concern self-styled the 
Citizens’ Mutual Alliance, who had been prosecuting 
pawn brokers for selling slung-shots, and over 100 
hardware dealers were prosecuted under its provisions. 
Consequently it behooves every hardware dealer in the 
state of Illinois to be on his guard in this matter and 
to post all his help. 

He should get a register—any old book will do—and 
make ail entries in the manner presented herewith. 
Then he can snap‘his fingers at the Myrmidons of the 
Citizens’ Mutual Alliance. Secretary G. R. Lott of 
the Chicago Retail Hardware Dealers’ Association has 
requested us to notify all hardware men that they can 
obtain the number of any revolver by unscrewing 
the rubber piece in the handle, and that this matter is 
one that it is imperative for them to attend to at ogee. 
Nearly all leading hardware men in the city have) al- 
ready been prosecuted under this charge, and on Joly 
25 six Evanston hardware men were invited to take a 
trip to Justice Koehler at 39th st. and Cottage Grgve 
av. That this Citizens’ Mutual Alliance is a myster- 





ious concern is shown by the following slightly skep- 


tical write-up in the Chicago Tribune of June 28th, 
1903: 

“The recent resurrection of a long forgotten statute re- 
stricting the sale of metallic knuekles,-slungshots and “billies” 
and the prosecution under it of a: nttfriber of Chicago business 
men, has brought into the public eve the Citizen’s Mutual 
alliance, whose representatives, Attorney W. V. Tyler and 
Detective Leon Lewis, have been active in prosecuting the 
suits. In observing its work so far the public has found 
some things to excite its curiosity as to the personnel of the 
alliance and its real objects. That there are some conflicts 
between its claims and the statement of others to which its 
representatives refer is evident. 

“In commencing a number of suits before Justice Caverly, 
Tyler and Lewis are alleged to have represented that they 
were in some manner allied in work with the compulsory edu- 
cation department of the board of education. This claim Supt. 
Bodine of that department repudiates. 

“That the men put forward by Tyler and whose names 
appear on the articles of incorporation of the alliance were not 
its real backers the attorney admitted, but declined to make 
known the identity of the “real backers.” The membership of 
the association also was withheld by the attorney. The state- 
ment of objects made by the attorney and the real work of 
prosecuting merchants for the sale of weapons prescribed by 
statute are also at variance. 

“Of the representations of officers of the alliance that they 
were working in conjunction with the board of education 
Supt. Bodine said: 

“‘In so far as the securing of evidence of the sale of fire- 
arms to schoolboys and truants is concerned, the department 
of compulsory education will have such cases attended to by 
its own officers and the city police. The Citizens’ Mutual 
alliance has no authority to Pepbebent itself as being in any 
manner connected with the board of education. Mr. Lewis 
stated to me that his organization was formed to prevent the 
sale of firearms, knuckles, etc., to children as well as adults.’ 

“This statement appears to be at variance with the reported 
statement of Tyler and Lewis to Justice Caverly that the 
truant officers of the compulsory education department. were 
doing some detective work for the alliance. The statemcnt 
made by Lewis to Mr. Bodine of the objects of the alliance is 
also in conflict with the statement of its objects- made to the 
Tribune by Mr. Tyler. 

“*The alliance,’ said he, ‘is protective and advisory. It is 
to protect its members against being imposed on by those 
seeking charity and to advise who are worthy of charity. It is 
to protect its members against aggression on the part of those 
whe seek to victimize them because of their philanthropy; to 
defend them in damage suits that may be brought as the 
results of their charitable activities, and suits defamatory of 
character or for purposes of blackmail. Many of the members 
are people of a religious nature, who are natural marks for the 
blackmailer because of the scandal which any accusation 
against them would create.’ 

“The incorporators of the alliance, as given by Mr. Tyler, 
are: The Rev. Cyrus Miller, who lives “near Springfield,” 
president; W. V. Tyler, 6507 Marshfield avenue, Chicago, 
attorney; J. M. Walker, farmer, “near Evanston”; Henry Rice, 
a retired merchant of South Chicago; Mathew Lipstein, 
formerly a rabbi, but now without a congregation, resident of 
St. Louis; H. C. Wells, a traveling evangelist. 

“The Evanston directory does not contain Mr. Walker's 
name, and’ Mr. Lipstein is not in the St. Louis or East St. 
Louis directory. The only Cyrus Miller to be found in the 
Springfield directory is an employe in a plow factory, and 
knows nothing of the alliance. The name of Henry Rice does 
not appear in the South Chicago directory, and at the ad- 
dresses given for two men of the name of H. Rice no such 
persons could be found.” 


In spite of the fact that they claim to “co-operate 
with charitable organizations,” Ernest P. Bicknell, su- 
perintendent of the Chicago Bureau of Charities, in- 
formed the writer that although that leading charitable

hody was formed “to promote co-operation among the 
philanthropic forces of Chicago,” the Citizens’ Mu- 
tual Alliance has never shown any disposition to pull 
their door bell, nor has that organization been more 
successful than the Chicago Tribune in finding local 
habitations of any of the Alliance officers except At- 
torney Tyler. 

In a circular of an anonymous character sent out by 
the Alliance, the request is made, “After you have be- 
come familiar with the work of the Alliance, you may, 
if you wish, make any voluntary subscription you think 
proper.” Chicago hardware dealers will doubtlessly 
respond to this appeal with characteristic liberality.

A NEW HARDWARE INSURANCE ASSOCIATION. 


L. Findeisen, O. P. Schlafer and C. A. Peck are 
sending out the following circular to the membership 
anent the question of a state insurance association in 
Wisconsin : 

“For some time past the hardware trade have been 
considering the advisability of organizing an insurance 
company for their exclusive benefit. 

“Tt is well known that the rates paid by the retail 
hardware dealers of the state are far in excess of their 
proportion. of losses. 

“The committee appointed at the last annual meeting 
of the state association have secured the necessary leg- 
islation to make the formation of such a company legal, 
and believe by the record of similar cotapanies in other 
states that there may be a saving of 25 to 40 per cent. 

“Before we can issue any policies it will be necessary 


that an equai amount shall be carried in board com- 
panies; in other words, your hardware policy cannot 
be larger than is placed in old line companies. 

“It is now up to the membership of the association to 
say whethcr they want a company of their own, and the 
promptness with which these letters are answered will 
alone settle the question. 

“Don’t throw this letter in the waste basket, but at- 
tend to the matter at once, and on the inclosed card 
make reply and stamp and mail to C. A. Peck, Berlin, 
Wis., without delay. 

“A copy of this card and letter are being sent to 700 
hardware dealers in this state, and upon the replies re- 
ceived will depend the formation of the company. 

“It has worked weil ir other states (Minnesota sav- 
ing from 25 to 40 per cent to her patrons), and there 
is no reason why it should rot work as well in Wis- 
consin, and it seems to the committee that the time has 
come for us to save money on our insurance.”

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SHALL MANUFACTURERS SELL DIRECT OR 
THROUGH AGENTS OR BROKERS TO A 
DEALER WHOSE NAME HAS BEEN 
.DROPPED FROM THE LIST OF SYNDI- 
CATE BUYERS AS NOT BBING 
A LEGITIMATE JOBBER?

LIST OF SYNDICATE BUYERS. 


The question put forward for our consideration at this 
itime leads us naturally to ask: 

First—Who is the authority for the list of syndicate buy- 
ers? Does this association or some similar body of men 
make up such lists, or are they made up by some self-con- 
stituted authority, whose selections may or may not be safe- 
guarded by proper checks, or based on facts and figures as to 
the evidence entitling each of them to membership in the 
syndicate? ‘ 

One is led to believe that it must be some such authority 
as last named, or there would be no need of such wholesale 
weeding out, as the question under discussion would suggest. 
For we are loath to believe that any occasional dropping of 
a member from such a syndicate could incite a question of 
this kind for the consideration of this body at a time when 
60 many questions of large scope and importance might be 
profitably discussed. 

WHO IS A LEGITIMATE JOBBER? 

The question also presents itself at once; Who is a legiti- 
mate jobber? What are the qualifications of one of that class, 
and by whom are these qualifications framed? Is it a gen- 
erally recognized authority, or not? The manufacturer can 
mot, of course, be brought to task in a matter touching his 
dealings with one who in his judgment is a jobber and as 
such entitled to direct dealings on that basis, until he has been 
convinced, by some one having power and ‘proof, that he has 
erred in his judgment, and without warrant placed this cus- 
tomer on the same basis as bona-fideyfobbers of unquestioned 
standing. And, too, before complaint can be made to the 
manufacturer, it would seem that some sort of official notice 
should be sent him stating that Mr. So and So has been found 
ineligible to the title previously allowed him, and has been 
dropped from the syndicate lists. The reasons should of 
course. accompany -the ‘document. 








» REJECTED MEMBER MUST SHOW REASONS, 

But again, let us consider how-just is any cause for com- 
plaint which you may have against the manufacturer. 

In the first place, to have at the start been admitted into 
the ranks of other “legitimate jobbers” or a‘syndicate made 
up of such, your rejected member must have- Shown reasons, 
good and sufficient, why he should be so admitted.. He mist. 
in the nature of the case, have been able to show a volume 
of business large enough and carried on in such a manner.as 
to place him in the class to which he was received. And you 
must concede that he ts a jobber, his business is at least 
largely wholesale, and he is considered by his customers as a 
wholesale distributor of merchandise. He comes into direct 
competition with the most decided jobber and is in position 
to command relatively as large a business as they: Why 
then should not the manufacturer treat with him direct, if 
these be the facts of the case? 

EX-MEMBER FAMILIAR WITH PRICES. 

And then, too, one who. has once. been a member of a 
syndicate of this sort and thereby has derived the benefits, if 
any, accruing from such membership, is of course familiar 
with prices given to the syndicate members, and naturally he 
will never consent to purchasing his goods from another 
jobber at higher prices than he is confident would have been 
received by him as a member of the syndicate to which he 
once belonged. 

You can readily appreciate how- strongly the discarded 
member would object to being forced thus to obtain — his 
goods from another jobber. 

FOR WHAT IS A SYNDICATE FORMED? 

You certainly would not restrict the manufacturer and 
have him confine his dealings to only syndicate jobbers, or to 
those jobbers whose volume of business is greater than that 
of any syndicate member. And this leads to the question, 
For what is the syndicate formed? Is it not to obtain by this 
means, for its members collectively; a better price on any 
and all classes of goods than any single member @ thegsyndi 
cate would be entitled to’ for his legitimate busines8? Or 
in fact the object is, as we understand it, to place your syn 
dicate members, if possible, on a-level with the largest job- 
bers in the country, whose volume. of ‘trade they ‘eahnot hope 
to attain. Granting this to. be so,.we are confronted with 
numerous complaints, the most important being from the 
large jobbers, who say that the manufacturer ‘has no right 
to make a collection of houses buying as a body, or through 
one head, prices lower than is due to any singlé member. for 
the trade controlled: by him, and-you, will, we think, agree 
with us that this complaint. is more likely to be considered 
right and just than any complaint which might be made 
against a manufacturer for selling t6 a possible member of 
such a syndicate for the reason, as the question puts it, that 
he is not a “legitimate jobber.” 

THE SAFEST AND: BEST COURSE. 

After all, gentlemen, is it not the safest.and best. for the 
manufacturer to pursue an independent course touching. such 
dealings, coming as near to an equitable or fair treatment of 
al] concernéd ‘as he possibly can, but reserving to himself the 
right to be his:own judge as to whom he will sell? 

The manufacturer will be ‘governed in all such matters 
by his own. sense of fairness and right dealings, and while 
the desire to sell is oftentimes. hard to resist, all of us must 
be judged by the general character of our dealings and not 
by any occasional mistake which the best of us sometimes will 
make. 

The self-interest of the manufacturer will prevent 
from straying too far from the path of equity and fairness

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TRIUMPH STEAM SECTIONAL BOILER 500 
SERIES. 





The Craig-Reynolds Foundry Co., Dayton, O., for 
whom John Kontny, 153-159 So. Jefferson Sts Chi- 
cago, is western agent, are offering the trade the Tri- 
umph steam sectional boiler, 500 series, shown here- 
with. 

The back and bridge-wall sections are both heavily 
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‘corrugated, and form a diving flue for the return of 


the products of combustion and gases, as they pass 
out through smoke-flue at bottom of the rear section. 
Two small openings are placed on either side of the 
smoke-fiue connection at the rear of the boiler, for the 
purpose of introducing a coil of pipe over the fire. This 
coil of pipe, like the waterback of a kitchen range, is 
designed to heat water for domestic purposes. 

The gases and particles of combustion pass from the 


‘rear to the front of the boiler through the lower tier 


of ‘tubes, and then to the rear through the upper tier, 
thus sufficiently heating every part of each section. 


‘The hot gases impinging upon all the surfaces add 


greatly to the available heating power of the boiler, 
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ind the flues are so constructed that every inch is ef- 
ficient and all the effective heat of the gases is ab- 
sorbed. 

Special attention is called to the rocking gate, which 
is shaken by a lever, and can be operated with perfect 
ease. All ashes and clinkers are ground up and re- 
moved from the fire, so that the grate need never be 
dumped to clear out the clinkers. Should the grate, 
through negligence, burn out, it can be removed 
through the fire door, and another one _ substituted 
without tearing the heater apart. 

The peculiar construction of the grate is such that, 
while plenty of air spaces are provided for burning 
any kind of fuel, the spaces are closer together, so that 
pea or soft coal may be burned successfully. The 
grates of the large size heaters are shaken by two sets 
of levers, operating only half of the fire at a time. 
With this advantage the fire may be cleaned out and 
removed by drawing the fire from the back to the front 
and shaking all the dead ashes and clinkers off the back 
set of grates; then pushing all the fire back on the rear 
grates, the front set may be cleaned off, thus enabling 
one to thoroughly clean out and renew the fire with 
out having to let the fire go out and wasting good fuel. 

The arrangement of the clean-out flue doors, and 
their ample size, allow the boiler to be reached in ev- 
ery part. 

The Triumph boiler is constructed in portable form, 
but can be set in brick; all joints are screwed and read- 
ily accessible; the large amount of positive direct fire- 
surface and vertical water-circulation are important 
factors in the construction of any efficient and satisfac- 
tory boiler; preventing any foaming in the boiler, and 
allowing the steam to pass off perfetly dry. 
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FLORAL CITY HEATERS.

City steam and hot water heaters. The general con- 
struction of their A, B and C series is as follows: 

The heater is composed of a number of sections. A 
front and rear section and a number of intermediate 
sections are used to make the size heater desired. A 
grate bar is used for each section, so the grate and fire 
surface is always increased at the same time, thus 
keeping the proportion, so the heater can be easily en- 
larged at any time if desired. 

Each section is separate, independent and _inter- 
changeable, so in case of accident a section can easily 
be exchanged. 

The heater is held together by headers, connected 
to each section by an extra heavy wrought-iron nipple 
and a lock nut, so all joints are on the outside of the 
heater, where they are always in sight and can be 
easily got at any time it is desirable. 

Where the sections form the flues, to divide the fire 
travel, a narrow flange is cast on each section which 
lap each other, thus making a perfect fire travel and 
allowing for expansion, thus avoiding the cracking of 
sections. 

Ready access can be had to all parts of the system 
by opening the front flue doors. The flues can he 
cleaned while fire is burning, if desired.

If the retail dealer is to secure any share of suc- 
cess he must look to it that he is associating his good 
name with reputable and reliable makes of advertised 
goods. By this we mean articles that are backed up 
by manufacturers whose integrity is clearly in evi- 
dence, and whose honesty is unquestioned.—Progres- 
sive Advertiser. 
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HOW TO PUSH STOVE SALES. 





The problem of increasing stove sales is an impor- 
tant one, for upon the quality of stove which a mer- 
chant sells and the extent of his stove sales will de- 
pend to a considerable extent the volume of his other 
business. A stove should last a customer for years, 
and hence a stove which gives good satisfaction should 
be a lasting and valuable advertisement for the mer- 
chant. 

It is of the utmost importance that the stove sales- 
man should be a practical man with a thorough knowl- 
edge of his wares, as well as an intelligent understand- 
ing of the various atmospheric and climatic conditions 
with which his stoves must combat. A stove is often 
condemned because of a defective chimney. The stove 
man should be able to detect the cause of the trouble 
and save the reputation of his stove. 

It is the general experience of stove men that it is 
the best policy to specialize upon one or two particular 
makes. These should be kept prominently and per- 
sistently before the public eye. Your store should be 
well known as the headquarters for thése particular 
lines. 

Most retailers find that the local paper is the most 
effective advertising medium. The advertisement 
should be brief, catchy and to the point. Tell plainly 
and in as few words as possible the special merit of 
your stoves and ranges. Be definite and _ truthful. 
Make no extravagant claims, but be prepared to make 
good all that you claim. 

Such advertising is sure to attract prospective buy- 
ers. They will not purchase elsewhere before seeing 
the lines which you have been advertising so persist- 
ently. But an advertisement can do little more than 
bring prospective purchasers to your store. All de- 
pends now upon the salesman and upon the impression 
which your store makes. 

Hence every attention should be paid to your cus- 
tomers. People like to see a good assortment. Few 
people want to buy when thete is only a small assort- 
ment to be seen. It gives them a poor impression of 
the stock. 

Of course, the bulk of the stove trade is done in the 
fall and winter months, but do not delay too long in 
preparing for your stove campaign. Have a good 
assortment on hand by the end of July, and from that 
time continue to “talk stove” to your customers and 
to emphasize in your advertisements the merits of your 
stoves and ranges. 

Whenever a customer shows any interest in your 
stoves it is good policy to follow up the campaign by 
sending stove literature to his home. Have the stove 
trade on your mind and boom it on all possible oc- 
casions. 

Abandon the idea that stoves can be sold only in 
certain months. A range may be sold when a heater 
cannot. Watch for new buildings and make it a point 
to sell a stove for the new house. When a couple are 
starting housekeeping remind them that the first thing 
required is one of your superior ranges or heaters. 

The secret of success in the stove trade, as in all 
others, is well-directed and persistent energy —Cana- 
dian Hardware.

RULE THE FIRST. 

Let the semi-circle in Fig. I represent the size and 
style of gutter; the circle, the bead and the line a b 
the miter required. 

Divide the semi-circle into any number of equal 
parts and one-half the circle of bead divide into any 
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equal number of parts and erect the lines 5, 6, 7, etc., 
at right angle to the line c d, and reaching to the miter 
line a b. Let a b, Fig. 2, equal circumference of gut- 
ter and a b c circumference of bead. Divide a b into 
as many number of equal parts as the semi-circle con- 
tains and b c into as many again parts as semi-circle 
of the bead contains, and erect the perpendicular lines 
3, 4, 5, etc. Check the lines from a to b to correspond 
in height to the lines in Fig. 1. Check the lines in bc 
to correspond with figures in bead, as shown in Fig. 1. 
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A line traced through the points will form the pattern. 
Allow edge for groove in beading machine, as shown in 
dotted line. 

RULE THE SECOND. 

First cut the sheet the exact width required to form 
trough and bead. Draw the line B C parallel with 
A A the diameter of bead; mark the line D E parallel 
with A C, the circumference of bead. This lays out 
bead’s space. Draw a center line (J J) parallel with 
DE. On either side of line J J divide the space into 
three parts and erect the lines X X O O. Mark one- 
fourth the distance between A C up from the base line 
(E C) on X X and down from the top line (D A) 
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on OO. Set one leg of the compass on J J and open

The working parts are very simple, easy, quick-act- 
ing and durable. Balance weights are attached to 
levers to allow the upper jaws to be raised without 
danger of falling shut by its own weight, while the 
workman may use both hands to handle material. 
They close with eccentric levers on dead center and 
will not spring open while forming, so treadles become 
useless and in the way. The jaws open from 1 in. to 
13% in. respectively. The open space back of the 
forming edge is from 1% to 2 in.

Trade Report. 


CHICAGO IRON MARKET. 

The market has been quite active during the past 
week, but results in the way of tonnage not very large. 

Purchasers are watching prices closely, but it is 
almost impossible for either buyer or seller to discover 
what might be called the market price of any grades. 

This is particularly true of Southern irons, 

The tonnage booked is made up of small lots for 
quick delivery, not much cortracting being done for 
forward delivery. 

Prices, if not actually weakening, cannot be said to 
present anything encouraging. 


PIG IRON. 

The modified activity which made its appearance ten 
days or two weeks ago in foundry irons continues. 
The market is not dead, as it had been for months pre- 
viously, but the buying is fairly good in small lots. 
Seuthern irons are the more active. The association 
furnaces are holding to $13.50, Birmingham, for No. 2 
foundry and for their Spartan courage are occasionally 
booking a carload, a hundred-ton order being obtained 
more farely still. But for the general run of the cur- 
rent trading, which is anywhere from 50 to 500 or more 
tons, those Southern furnaces that are cutting the asso- 
ciation prices are getting the business. And the general 
level at which this business is being taken has fallen 
fractionally, as compared with a week ago. At that 
time a $13, Birmingham, contract was not rare; to- 
day the level generally accepted by the factors that are 
active in the closing business is $12.50, orders ranging 
from that price as about bottom up to $13, Birming- 
ham. Several contracts of 500 tons each were closed 
and a more numerous business in lots of 200 to 300 
tons. The usual policy of the melters is to buy thirty 
to sixty days’ supply, the former being the more com- 
mon. These buyers are inclining to the view that they 
can buy at $12 if they delay a while. Northern irons 
have declined relatively, but little business is reported. 
The Western furnaces are generally sold up some 
weeks ahead and are pursuing a rather negative policy, 
watching the developments and biding their time. 





BARS. 

A Western railroad company bought 4,000 tons of 
iron bars for twelve months deliveries and another or- 
der was placed for 1,500 tons. There has been a mod- 
erate trading in lots of 100 to 200 tons, for shorter 
deliveries. Prices are without notable change. The 
generality of orders are placed at from 1.65¢ to 1.700, 
but large and desirable tonnages are said to have 
brought out some slightly lower quotations. Specifi- 
cations on steel bars coritinue to come in in the livelier 
way noted last week, but buying for future shipment 
is not large. We quote mill shipments, Chicago de- 
livery: Bessemer steel, 1.76%4c; angles, less than 3x3, 
1.86%4c base; hoops in lots of 250 tuns and greater,

SHEETS. 

Slight irregularity continues in the sheet trade, es- 
pecially for the lighter gauges. The demand is not 
keen, but 1s considered fairly good for midsummer, 
We quote mill shipments, carload lots, Chicago de- 
livery, as follows: No. 27 black, 2.75¢ to 2.85c; No. 
28, black, 2.85¢ to 2.95c. Galvanized, 75 and 10 to 75 
and 10 and 2% per cent. On lots from store we quote 
No. 27 black, 2.95¢ to 3c; No. 28 black, 3.05c to 3.10c. 
Galvanized, 75 per cent to 75 and 2'%4 per cent. 

PLATES. 

While there have been no notable orders for plates 
this week, the specifications on old orders have shown 
sharp improvement, consumers who had been with- 
holding specifications taking action, one of the specifi- 
cations being for 4,000 tons, or rather more than the 
Western mills produce in a week. We quote mill 
prices, Chicago delivery, as follows: Tank steel, }4 
inch and heavier, 1.75c; flange steel, 1.85c. Prices 
for lots from stock: Tank steel, 14 inch and heavier,

STRUCTURAL STEEL. 

There is discussion concerning the erection of several 
buildings at Chicago which will involve a large tonnage 
of shapes, but no contracts have been closed within the 
past week. Some of the smaller producers report a 
good demand, but as compared with last year the store 
trade especially is showing some decline. Bridge work 
is remarkably lively and a heavy tonnage is going into 
that market. We quote mill prices, Chicago delivery :

MERCHANT STEEL. 

Trading in merchant steel is light. Contracts were 
closed last season earlier than ever known before, and 
this year a record in the contrary direction promises to 
be made. However, there is some buying each week 
and specifications are fairly satisfactory. We quote 
mill shipments, Chicago delivery, as follows: Spring 
steel, 2.65¢ to 2.75c; sleigh shoe, 1.95c flat sizes; con- 
cave and convex, 2c; out of store, 2.15c; cutter shoe, 
2.50c to 2.60c; machinery steel, 2.15¢ to 2.25c¢ base; 
plow steel, 2.50c and upward, according to quality; toe 
calk, 2.30c to 2.40c; out of stock, 3c to 3.10c; ordinary 
tool steel, 6c to 7c; specials, 13c and upward; less than 
carload lots, 5 and to per cent higher; cold-rolled 














shafting, carload lots, 47 per cent off; less than carload 
lots, 42 per cent cff. 


BILLETS AND WIRE RODS. 

At the newly established price of $28, Chicago, for 
Bessemer billets, there have been sold this past week 
several hundred tons. For forging purposes open 
hearth billets have sold at $33 to $38, according to 
quantity and deliveries. 


HARDWARE TlARKET. 


Conditions in the hardware markec continue much 
the same as last week, orders coming in in great num 
bers and for good quantities of goods, the demand b 
ing for practically all lines, a belated demand coming 
in for a great many summer goods, purchasers of which 
have put off buying until actual need. This is taking 
out a great many refrigerators, ice cream freezers, 
screen goods and goods of like kind for household com 
fort. Nails and wire continue to move in good volume. 
Builders’ hardware continues to move much the same 
as we have reported heretofore, the character of goods 
demanded being of the better kind, showing that the 
character of buildings being erected are better and 
users of hardware are desirous of getting better ma 
terial for their buildings. Bicycles and sundries are 
going out to the trade in good volume and for good 
quantities, the demand for sundries increasing consid- 
erably—this, of course, due to the greater amount of 
repairs for wheels that are now in use. The sale of 
wheels continues at a fair rate, a greac many vacation 
seekers this year taking wheels with them for their 
added satisfaction and pleasure. 

Paints, colors and varnishes continue to move into 
the hands of dealers and consumers in good volume. 
Window glass continues to move out in probably better 
quantities than for a little time past, the trade appar- 
ently appreciating a good thing when they see it, which 
is the ability to buy goods at very low figures. Sizes 
are getting scarcer and stocks lower, so that the trade 
who will want window glass will do well to buy their 
goods now, as there does not seem to be much prospect 
that glass wili be made before late in the fall. Prices 
in a general way are fiim, manufacturers in all lines 
reporting themselves very busy with prospective or 
ders.
